Thinning Of Fruit 


Saves Orchard Trees 


Thinning of fruit is sometimes nec- 


Cihary with apples, peaches, and plums 
to insure the production of tho highest 
finality of fruit, according to the hor- 
ticultural department at tho Ohio Ex- 
periment Station, Wooster. 


An apple, tree will often produce 


sufficient bloom for twenty times the 
number of apples that it could possi- 
bly mature. 
% 


In some years the June rlrop of fruit 


removes about the right quantity, but 
at other times it is necessary to thin 
fruit by hand to prevent the trees 
from breaking down and to, insure 
well-colored fruit. 


Kor thinning apples, at the 
Ohio 


Experiment Station, it has becu found 
that the best time i.s between 4 and 8 
weeks after full bloom. Small shears 
or tho thumib and fingers may be used 
to clip off the excess fruit. 


With peaches and plums, thinning 


lessens the danger from rot and keeps 
the trees from breaking. 
On peacn 


trees a distance of 6 Inches may be 
made between fruits.

"free speech" resolution was delayed 
by heated debate at the "dissolution" 
session of the Ohio Woman suffrage 
association here. 


The 
resolution 
favors 
"complete 


freedom of speech and no punishment 
of any offense which consists of words 
only." 
It had a preamble declaring 


that "the right to express his ideas is 
prized by each human being as 
the 


essence of personal liberty, that his- 
tory has shown the course of all real 
progress is in ideas which, when first 
propounded are apt to be regarded as 
dange.rous, that no organized group of 
officials ever is wise enough to he 
trusted to act as censor for ideas, that 
the principle of freedom of speech is. 
and has been, recognized as fundamea- 
tal to social and political freedom." 
Without amendment, 
the resolution 


was adopted by a big majority.

ing of tho Lusltania in itsnU was not 
sufficient causa for the navy depart- 
ment prcpan'ngTor war," Rr-ar Admiral 
Bonbon, chief of operations during the 
war, today told the-senate naval af- 
fairs committee. 


"Preparations should havjr begun in 


1914," Benson added. "That was not 
the view of the country, however, and 
as far as the people wore concerned 
war plans should not have commenced 
until congress declared war. 


I felt we would be drawn into the

tinued. "Every detail was worked out 
to throw the navy to a war basis when 
war was declared."
